San Diego, CA's Parent-Teacher 
Association plans to sponsor a 


mandatory helmet law in 
California. They hope to enlist all 
PTA chapters in the state. 


National MX riders, fans and support 
crews are mourning the death of Team 
Yamaha mechanic Larry Carpenter 
who suffered a heart attack on Jan. 5. 
Larry, who tuned Rick Burgett’s 
machinery, will long be remembered 
as one of the outstanding personalities 
on the AMA circuit. 


Maico USA's 1978 rider support 
program will invest $550,000 in 
aiding motocross and enduro 
riders with free parts, bikes and 
rebates as well as full 
sponsorships. The firm’s aim, 
according to general manager 
Eckart Schorn, is to discover fresh 
talent capable — eventually — of 
challenging Bob Hannah and Dick 
Burleson and give him (her?) the 
support necessary to get the job 
done. 


Contingency awards amounting to 
$22,295 have been posted by seven 
companies for the CMC/Suzuki 
Golden State Series of Motocross. 
Maico Motors has pitched in $8,775; 


Dunlop Tires, $4,410; Electro 
Helmets, — $3,325; Husqvarna 
Motorcycles, $3,150; Scott USA, 


$1,050; Hi-Point Boots, $885 and 
Disco Jet Products, $700. Their 
involvement boosts the potential total 
money for the seven-race series to 
$46,595. 


New for '78 is the AMA's 
Professional Regional Motocross 
Championship Series. The 
schedule, although not yet firm, 
calls for six to eight races in each 
region. Only Novice Pros will be 
able to earn points toward the 
regional championship titles in 
125cc, 250cc and Open classes. 
Experts may ride but not for points. 


Purses for the AMA Professional 
Regional Motocross events will total 
$3000, according to AMA MX 
Manager Mike DiPrete, with $1000 for 
each displacement class. Money will be 
paid per moto to the top 12 riders only 
with no overall payoff. Riders may 
race in any two classes at each event, 
however, a rider may win a 
championship title in only one of the 
classes — the one in which he’s 
accumulated the most points. Half 
points are awarded to riders 
competing outside their own regions. 


The FIM has approved the 
formation of a motorcycle 








competition Safety and Accident 
Research Group after considering 
a proposal developed jointly by 
AMA representative Ed 
Youngblood and FIM Deputy 
President Bogden Matuszak of 
Poland. The plan has been 
implemented immediately in 
response to pressure from FIM 
member nations and motorcycle 
press people critical of the 
accident record in international 
competition, primarily on the GP 
road racing circuit. 


Among the rule changes AMA 
Professional Motocross Manager Mike 
DiPrete announced for 1978 concerns 
payoff. There will no longer be a 
payoff for overall positions; the purse 
money will be split equally between 
both motos. The moto winner will get 
15% of the purse split. The remaining 
85% will be divided by the total 
number of points (22 for second down 
to one for 20th) and the riders will get 
the share multiplied by the number of 
points they scored. More changes on

Radical Ron Turner is in search of a 
new ride to replace his Flying 
Machine Factory support. Ron 
qualified fourth in the Golden State 
Series 250cc race at Saddleback 
behind Weinert, Staten and 
Moates and qualified first for the 
125cc division. 


Team Husqvarna’s Chuck Sun leaves 
for Europe next week for a three-week 
racing season prep program. Sun will 
spend the first week at a Swedish 
training facility with coach Roland 
Arrehn and Dr. Bjorn Gustafsson 
doing physical training. Week two will 
be spent at the Husky factory in 
Huskvarna, and a riding school in 
Belgium will fill his third week. 


The editor of one of the moto- 
monthly magazines rode the 
Honda CBX six-cylinder over to 
Kawasaki Motors Corp. on 
December 2. After he saw the new 
bike, the head marketing man at 
Kawasaki reportedly told the 
editor that Kawasaki will introduce 
a 1200cc V-6 later this year. 


Darrell Shultz, a hot Northern 
California ‘crosser is said to be 
receiving bikes and parts from the 
Maico factory to ride the Golden State 
series as a privateer with the help of his 
local wrench Jan Houterman.

If all goes well, Southern California 
dirt riders should have some 14,000 
acres of the Hungry Valley ORV 
recreation area in escrow, thanks to 
the Green Stickie registration fund. 
Formal dedication of the Hungry 
Valley facility should take place in 
spring, 1979. Meanwhile the Gorman 
site remains open for riding. 


The Bureau of Land Management 
(BLM) is proposing the closure of 
2,300 acres of public land to off- 
road vehicles (ORVs) near the old 
mining town of Knoxville, CA, 
midway between Lake Berryessa 
and Clear Lake in Lake County. It's 
been a popular ORV area for 
several years, and the BLM 
proposal, effective March 31, 
seems to be due to hillsides 
“denuded” by motorcycle 
hiliclimbing. There's a meeting on 
January 16 in Napa City Council 
Chambers, Second & School St., 
Napa, CA at 7:30 p.m. 


Daytona International Speedway has 
announced that the 1978 Daytona 200 
will not be part of the FIM F750 road 
racing series. They'll also return to the 
200 consecutive miles of racing format 
instead of running two 100-mile heats. 
The 37th Daytona 200 will be part of 
the AGV Helmets World Cup points 
competition in conjunction with 
France’s Paul Ricard circuit and 
Italy's Imola. 


Giacomo Agostini, winner of 15 
World Championships in road 
racing, announced his retirement 
shortly before Christmas, 
according to Britain’s Motor 
Cycle. ‘| have nothing more to 
achieve in motorcycle racing,” said 
the 35-year-old Italian, who intends 
to switch to car racing, possibly on 
a Formula Two March-BMW. 


Reg Pridmore, defending National 
Superbike Champion, will tackle the 
Sidecar series as well as the Superbikes 
in "78, according to Motor Cycle. 
Pridmore will campaign a sidecar 
outfit built by Rob North and powered 
by a Don Vesco-prepared 750cc 
Yamaha engine. 


Graham Noyce returned to 
England shortly before the end of 
December after spending two 
weeks in Belgium receiving 
treatment for the shoulder he 
dislocated in the Nov. 20, 1977, 
Sears Point Trans-AMA. While in 
England, he won a motocross near 
Southhampton on Dec. 27, going 2- 
1 on a borrowed Eric Cheney 
Honda. Noyce plans to return to 
Belgium, possibly facing an 
operation to strengthen the joint. 
Noyce was quoted in Motor Cycle, 
saying “I can’t lift it [his arm] any 
higher than my face.” 


Do dirt bikers have their own “Anita 
Bryant?” Singer Helen Reddy Wald 
cast the only vote against the Hollister 
Hills ORV management plan at a 
December meeting of the state Parks & 
Recreation Commission. Said she was 
against the environmental “damage” 
caused by off-road vehicles. 


The CMC/Suzuki Golden State 


Series opened at Saddleback Park 
on Jan. 8 (see p. 10) with only 
token participation by the factory 





teams. Team Kawasaki arrived in 
full regalia with new members 
Steve Stackable and Gaylon 
Mosier joining “Jammin’ Jimmy” 
Weinert on team green. 


Suzuki, the main sponsor for the 
Golden State Series, did not field a 
factory effort at Saddleback. New 
team member Mark Barnett may 
contest one or two of the Florida 
Winter-AMA Series events, as may 
reigning 250cc National Champion 
Tony DeStefano. 


DiStefano, by the way is not yet 
under contract with Suzuki. 
Revised versions of the 
DiStefano/Suzuki agreement have 
gone through several stages and 
changes. As we understand it, 
Tony has signed the present 
version, and Suzuki has only to 
review it and either agree or send it 
back for yet another revision. 


There’s a rumor that the Honda CBX 
configuration — with the ignition 
mounted behind the cylinders instead 
of on the crankshaft end — may be 
applied to a four-cylinder 750cc 
machine. 


Carroll Chandler, - former AMA 
starter at the National MX races, 
will become a fulltime AMA 
employee as assistant to Pro MX 
Manager Mike DiPrete. 


The USGP will be broadcast Sunday, 
Jan. 15, on ABC Wide World of 
Sports. According to one who saw the 
edited 40-minute final product, it’s 
excellent. 


Suzuki: is furnishing two GS1000 
street bikes and an extra motor to 
Yoshimura Racing for Superbike 
competition. 


True Love on the Circuit Dept: Ron 
Turner and Kim King will be married 
on Feb. 4. Team Kawasaki wrench 
Rick Jones and Kim Johnson are 
engaged, but haven't set the big date, 
yet. Lose more good riders and 
wrenches that way. 


Roy “Tuner” Turner, who's 
twisted wrenches for Team Honda 
for several years, has now joined 
Team Kawasaki. Turner will 
replace Steve Johnson keeping 
Jimmy Weinert’s machinery 
running clean, mean and green as 
Johnson moves up to a racing 
team coordinating position. 


According to the Santa Clara County 
Motorcycle Owners Riders Enthusiasts 
(M.O.R.E.) Chapter’s newsletter, it’s 
now clearly illegal for anyone but the 
property owner or residents to ride on 
private property without a permit in 
that county. Article seven was added 
to the Santa Clara Ordinance Code by 
the Board of Supervisors at a Dec. 19 
meeting to regulate motorcycle riding. 
The filing fee for such a permit is $25, 
and the procedure requires, among 
other things, a public hearing. The 
ruling was passed on an “Urgency” 
basis. Wonder why?

Goin’ through some changes 


As you know, AMA National Moto- 
cross racing undergoes a few changes 
in 1978. 

I. Schedule 


a. Registration and Technical 
Inspection on Sunday mornings will be 
from 8:00 am to 9:00 am. 

b. Practice will be from 9:00am to 
10:15 am. 

c. Qualifying will begin at 11:00 am. 

d. Races will begin at 1:00 pm. 

II. Selection of classes for Nationals: 

All riders will be required to select a 
class which they will ride at National 
only when they apply for their 1978 
license. Riders will be allowed to race 
in any one class at Trans-AMA and 
Stadiums and any two classes at 
Regionals and Qualifers. 

Provisions will be made to allow a 
rider to change class prior to the start 
of his designated class series. If a rider 
is injured in any AMA sanctioned race 
meet, or while practicing (non 
competition) prior to the start of his 











designated race series to the extent 
that he cannot compete in his class, he 
will be allowed to change his riding 
class. In such cases.a doctor, approved 
by the AMA, must verify the extent of 
the injury and the length of time the 
rider will be-out of competition. 

II. Purse 

a. Purse money will be paid in 
motos only; no overall pay-off. 

b. Purses at National will be 
$10,000 broken down as follows. 250cc 
and Open Nationals — $5,000 each 
class; 125cc and Open Nationals — 
$6,000 to Open class & $4,000 to 
125cc class; 125 and 250cc Nationals 
— $6,000 to 250cc class & $4,000 to 
i25cc class. 

c. Purse pay-off will be as follows: 
Fifteen percent goes to the winner of 
each moto. Balance of purse will be 
paid on an x dollars per point basis.

Reminder from the clean air 
people 


Federal regulations issued on 
Wednesday, January 5, 1977, require 
that any motorcycle produced after 
December 31, 1977 be covered by a 
certificate of conformity. Issuance of 
these certificates of conformity is the 
responsibility of the U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency, 
Office of Mobile Source Air Pollution 
Control. 

To be certain that all 
manufacturers are aware of the 
requirements imposed on them by the 
regulations, we have attempted to 
contact them through MIC or 
individual correspondence. While we 
believe we have been largely 
successful, there may still be some 
manufacturers who are not aware of 
the certification requirements. It 
would be extremely unfortunate if it 
were to become necessary to delay or 
prevent a motorcycle manufacturer 
from marketing his product because 
he was unaware of the requirements 
which must be met. 

A motorcycle is defined as any 
motor vehicle with a headlight, 
taillight and stoplight, and having two 
or three wheels and a curb mass less 
than or equal to 680 kilograms (1499 
pounds). A motorcycle is excluded 
from this requirement if (a) the engine 
displacement is less than 50cc (3.1 cu. 
in.) or with an 80 kg (176 lb.) rider, 
(b) it cannot start from a dead stop 
using only the engine, or (c) it cannot 
exceed a maximum speed of 40 km/h 
(24.9 mph) on level, paved surfaces. 
Information on how to obtain a 
certificate of conformity is available 
from the following: Director, 
Certification Division, Environmental 
Protection Agency, 2565 Plymouth 
Road, Ann Arbor, MI 48105.

IWATA, JAPAN, AUG. 5, 1977 


A group of journalists meets with 
Yamaha Motor Co. engineers to 
discuss the XS11, a motorcycle the 
writers had all ridden for the first time 
that morning. Several complain of an 
annoying drive train lurch whenever 
the throttle is opened or closed at slow 
speeds. Mr. S. Tanaka, director of 
four-stroke motorcycle engineering, 
shrugs his shoulders. 

“When we tested our prototypes,” 
he explains, “there was no problem. 
But when we started the production 
line, suddenly this condition 
appeared. We are working on the 
solution.” 

The exchange illustrates a known 
fact: production machines rarely work 
as well as hand-built prototypes. A 
skilled: machinist can make a more 
precise transmission gear out of solid 
metal than can an automated gear- 
cutting machine fed forged blanks. 
However, in the time the machinist 
makes one gear, the machine produces 
100. Productivity demands greater 
tolerances. 


ROSAMOND, CA, OCT. 24, 1977 
Before sunrise, two journalists and two 





photographers from America’s largest 
monthly motorcycle magazine arrive 
at Willow Springs Raceway. They 
have come to this desolate desert 
location to test the prototype Honda 
CBX, months before the giant 
Japanese manufacturer will even 
admit to other publications that such a 
machine exists. 

The motorcycle is dominated by its 
massive engine. Six cylinders. 1047cc. 
Double, dual-piece overhead 
camshafts. Twenty-four valves. Six 
28mm constant velocity carburetors, 
with accelerator pump. The CBX is 
like no other street motorcycle ever 
seen. 

It’s not just the basic type and 
configuration that sets the bike apart. 
It’s also the obvious clues that this 
motorcycle has been hand made, a 
pre-production test model. The clutch 
cable adjuster lock nut, for example, is 
shaped and lightened, a part straight 
off a Honda works road racer. The 
engine castings are all rough from the 
sand which formed them. The 
aluminum fork cap nuts bear 
machining marks. The gas tank has 
imperfect contours, the product of an 
unfinished press mold. 





A former editor of Cycle News West, John Ulrich left his post in August 1977 
to become an associate editor of America’s largest monthly motorcycle 
magazine. In December 1977, Ulrich was discharged in a storm of contro- 
versy related to the magazine's “exclusive, first test” of the prototype Honda 
‘ CBX. This is the story of that test — and of the most exciting street motorcycle 
ever built. 
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It’s likely that the same is true of the 
engine internals. Every part pains- 
takingly fitted to every other part. And 
it’s likely that this CBX will run and 
handle and work like no CBX ever to 
follow. 

If that fact worries the editor who 
has negotiated this “exclusive test,” he 
doesn’t show it. Instead, he is ecstatic, 
overflowing with graciousness towards 
the Japanese executives and mechanics 
who have accompanied the CBX from 
Japan. The editor calls his 
arrangement of this test “the 
highpoint of my 10-year career with 
the magazine.” 

It takes months for a magazine story 
to travel from typewriter to newsstands. 
In order to insure that his magazine 
would be the first to feature the CBX, 
the editor had to test the machine long 
before the bike was to be introduced to 
other members of the press. And since 
weekly publications like Cycle News 
have much shorter lead times, 
absolute secrecy had to be maintained. 

But Honda could not supply a 
production model CBX for testing 
that early. The only alternative — and 
the alternative agreed upon by both 
Honda and the’magazine — was to 
test a prototype. The implications 
were obvious, and no one dared 
mention them. 

There was another problem. Honda 
needed the only prototype US-market 
CBX to film a promotional movie to 
be used to introduce 1978 models to 
Honda dealers. As part of the deal, the 
editor would ride the CBX in the

Honda movie, filmed at Willow 


Springs. 

Movie cameras whir as scene after 
scene is staged and photographed. 
Between takes, the journalists ride the 
CBX — a street bike — around the 
road racing circuit. 

he bike sounds like a Porsche, 

emitting a smooth, six-cylinder 

snarl with each blip of the 

throttle. In spite of the chill 

fall weather, the Honda starts 
easily and settles into an idle at less 
than 500 rpm. A rider climbs aboard, 
and gazes down at the cylinders 
sticking out beyond each side of the 
wide gas tank. Now warm, the six idles 
at 1000 rpm. 

From 1000 rpm the CBX will pull 
away from a stop. The engine is 
torquey, and nowhere in the rpm range 
— from idle to the 9500 rpm redline 
— is there significant vibration. The 
CBX isn’t as glass-smooth as the water- 
cooled GL1000 Gold Wing, but it’s 
smoother overall than any other 
motorcycle. 

At 6500 rpm the CBX delivers a 
noticeable horsepower “kick,” but the 
engine makes power over such a broad 
range that the bike seems slower than 
it actually is. Even above 6500, the 
motorcycle seems to lack the punch of 
a Yamaha XS11 or a Suzuki GS1000. 

More than smooth, the CBX is taut. 
Driveline snatch is nonexistent. The 
rider can slow the CBX down to 1500 
rpm in fifth gear, slam open the 
throttle, and smoothly, quietly, 


steadily accelerate up to as fast as he 
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can stand. Abrupt throttle transitions 
from fully closed to wide open at low 
engine speeds don’t produce lurching, 
bogging or hesitation. Unlike the CV 
carburetors on many other machines, 
the CBX’s Keihins are possible to 
control precisely with the twist grip. 
An accelerator pump on the third 
carburetor body feeds the six intakes 
through spray nozzles, adding to the 
responsiveness of the engine. 

The transmission has the finest feel 
and action the magazine men have 
ever experienced in a street bike. Light 
and positive with a short throw, the 
transmission acts as if it were custom 
built — which it was. The clutch, too, 
has ideal qualities. A perfect 
engagement point, controllable action 
and apparant immunity to the most 
severe treatment. It’s as if Honda, 
playing an industrial Santa, asked the 
rider what sort of transmission and 
clutch he'd like for Christmas; and 
having gathered the requests, went off 
and built the perfect power train. 

Racetrack handling is less desirable. 
Even this special CBX is far from 
perfect 
racetrack, even on its smallish street 
tires. The bike weighs 600 pounds with 
a full tank of gas, and never lets the 
rider forget that fact. The CBX must 
be pushed down into fast turns and 
lifted back up out of them, wrestled 
from side-to-side in left-right series of 
corners. A slow, steady, disconcerting 
oscillation in Willow's wide-open 
eighth turn makes the rider think that 
the connection between the front 
wheel and the rear wheel isn’t quite 
rigid. Running the CBX into turn

eight “on the gas” is unsettling at best: 

Then, too. the CBX gets excited if 
the rear brake isn’t handled with great 
care on bumpy entrances to slow 
turns. Like the rear brake on the 
GS750 Suzuki, the CBX’s 295mm rear 
disc will lock and send the wheel 
skipping out of control. 

Just like the frames used on the 
“famous for wobbling” Honda 250 and 
300cc six-cylinder Grand Prix road 
racers in the 1960s, the CBX frame 
doesn’t have front downtubes. Instead, 
the frame backbone section bolts to 
the cylinder head in three places, 
using steel mount plates in the front. 
The rearward frame section bolts to 
the crankshaft/transmission cases. 
When the engine was disassembled for 
internal photography a few days later, 
scuff and gall marks were discovered 
on the top engine mount plates, the 
result of the engine weight (235 
pounds without oil) overcoming the 
engine mount bolt torque in high 
speed cornering. 

Shoichiro Irimajiri, 37, designed the 
mid-sixties six-cylinder racers and the 
new CBX. To hold down the weight of 
the complicated new machine, 
Irimajiri shaved off ounces wherever 
he could. The fork sliders were turned 
down in thickness in low stress areas, 


_ and the swingarm and pivot mount 


bolt were kept small and light. Plastic 
bushings are used on the swingarm 
itself, in contrast to the much better 
needle roller bearings used in Suzuki 
GS series swingarms. 

Those facts, plus the use of shocks 
which quickly fade when the bulky 
CBX is herded around the racetrack, 





severely limit the big Honda’s racebike 
potential. Unless extensive frame and 
suspension modifications are made, 
any CBX raced with sticky slick tires 
should set new records for evil 
handling. 

That’s a shame, because as it sits, 
the CBX makes more horsepower than 
is evident from riding around the 
expanse of a racetrack. Honda's 
engineers, in spite of several 
concessions made to make the CBX a 
more comfortable street bike, claim 
103 horsepower at the crankshaft. 
Indeed, a few days after it was first 
ridden by the journalists at Willow 
Springs, the CBX produced 85.6 
horsepower on a rear-wheel 
dynamometer in Los Angeles, the 
most ever recorded for a street bike at 
that facility. The same dyno is used as 
the U.S. magazine standard for 
measuring test bike power. 

Also a few days following the CBX’s 
racetrack debut, the big Honda was 
taken to a dragstrip. In the midst of a 
rainstorm, the Honda burned off a 
best standing start quarter mile 
elapsed time of 11.65 with a terminal 
speed of 116 mph after three runs on 
slippery pavement. 

A month later, after the CBX had 
returned to Japan for its introduction 
to U.S. dealers, the six again made the 
trip to California and took a shot at a 
dry dragstrip. In 11 runs, the CBX 
reached a elapsed time of 11.55 with a 
terminal speed of 117.5 mph. 

The best time a production XS11 
Yamaha has managed on the same 
dragstrip stands at 11.73; a Suzuki 
GS100, 11.81. If prototypes counts, 





then the CBX is the most powerful, ~~ 


quickest and fastest street bike to ever 
come out of Japan. According to 
Irimajiri, racing pipes, carburetors, 
camshafts and pistons will give the 
CBX a maximum of 140 horsepower 
at the crankshaft, using stock 
displacement. And according to the 
best estimate of a leading Japanese 
aftermarket racing parts. 
manufacturer in Los Angeles, an 
overbored CBX could reasonably be 
expected to produce over 155 
horsepower with enough reliability to 
finish long road races. 

Along with power potential, the 
CBX also has excellent brakes. Unlike 
the recent trend, the Honda's twin 
276mm front discs don’t demand an ultra 
strong pull at the lever for hard 
braking. Instead, the front brake lever 
has more travel and requires less force 
for maximum braking power. It’s the 
kind of lever action which can put a 
panic-stricken novice on his head in a 
hurry, but which affords an expert 
excellent control and feel, and which 
makes working the throttle for 
downshifts while braking much easier. 

A transverse six is by its nature wide, 
yet the CBX has good ground 
clearance for cornering. The engine is 
just over 23” wide — about two inches 
wider than a CB750 four — in spite of 
its wall-to-wall cylinders. That's 
because the alternator and 
transistorized ignition, mounted on 
the crankshaft ends of conventional 
multis, are driven by a jackshaft 
located behind and above the CBX’s 
crankshaft, A 34mm Hy-Vo chain 
drives the jackshaft from the middle of

motor, the CBX is remarkably trim at case level thanks to the jackshaft 
driven alternator and transistorized ignition set behind the CBX’s crankshaft. The width — just over 23” — is only 


two inches wider than a CB750. 


the crankshaft. On the left side, the 
jackshaft spins the alternator through 
an all-metal, two-plated clutch (which 
cushions the alternator from the shock 
of the six’s violent acceleration and 
deceleration at higher rpm). On the 
right side, the jackshaft carries the 
ignition timing system and starter 
motor gear, and feeds the crankshaft 
power to the clutch. 

Because the crankshaft center is 
much higher than the bottom of a 
conventional, end-of-crankshaft- 
mounted alternator cover, the CBX 
has more useful clearance than its 
actual width would imply. To enhance 
that clearance, the crankshaft 
counterweights for the two outside 
cylinders have been pared down, ‘and 
the crankcases beveled. 

Because the six has more even 
cylinder firing, the Honda uses smaller 
mufflers than required by a 1000cc 
four. The CBX’s mufflers are tucked 
in an close as possible and point 
upward in the rear. 

The result is that the CBX can be 





leaned over farther in a turn without 


scraping — 41° — than any other 
large street bike from any 
manufacturer. The new Honda six has 
more cornering Clearance than any 
large displacement Italian, British, 
German or Japanese motorcycle 
currently offered for sale. With the 
center and side stands attached, the 
CBX scraped at only one place on the 
twisty Willow Springs road course: at 
the apex of the banked, downhill, left- 
hand turn which marks the conclusion 
of the tracks uphill-downhill 
horseshoe. Even then, only the 
sidestand touched down, briefly and 
non-threateningly. 

That's with street tires. Racing slicks 
allow a greater lean angle, and it 
remains to be seen if the CBX has 
enough cornering clearance for serious 
road racing. 

But the CBX wasn’t designed to be a 
serious road racer. In fact, Irimajiri 
made major design concessions to 
improve the six’s streetability. The 
bank of six carburetors originally 





splayed the rider's knees outward, an 
awkward seating position. Norimoto 
Otsuka, the man in charge of styling 
export-market Hondas, convinced 
Irimajiri that more rider knee room 
had to be provided. Responding to 
that need, Irimajiri made the six 
narrower at the seat/tank junction 
area by tilting the engine forward 33 
degrees, and by designing angled 
manifolds for the outside four 
carburetors. 

The resultant carburetor assembly is 
V-shaped, and the intake manifolds 
are uneven in length. Irimajiri used 
plenums extended into the air box to 
even up the intake tract lengths. Thus, 
the distance from the air box to the 
cylinder is equal in each case — just 
the distribution of that length ahead 
of or behind each carburetor varies. 
But because the angle of the two 
outside intake manifolds is so great, 
the outboard intake valves for 
cylinders one and six actually flow no 
air. The great angle sends all the 
mixture through the inside intake 


- functions quite well. 








valves of those cylinders. To make the 
machine more comfortable on the 
street, some engine efficiency was 
sacrificed. 

A month after it was first seen at 
Willow Springs, the CBX finally 
landed in its intended environment — 
the street. For three short days 
magazine staffers rode the six around 
Southern California. 

Because the GL1000 is 
manufactured and sold as a tourer, 
the CBX is unencumbered by any 
need to be a comfortable freeway 
flyer. Instead, the CBX is a sport bike 
for spirited riding on public roadways. 
And once freed from the single- 
mindedness of the racetrack, the CBX 


Sampled on the street, the engine is 
still smooth and torquey, the exhaust 
note still snarly, the transmission and 
clutch and brakes still ideal. And 
when ridden below 100 mph, the CBX 
does something it couldn’t quite 
achieve on the racetrack — it handles. 

Even run hard through snaking 
mountain canyons, the six flicks from 
side-to-side with an agility and 
precision which seem to belie its 
weight. It won't wobble or flex or 
wander around a high-speed street 
turn. The street and the racetrack are 
two different worlds, and the six is two 
different motorcycles, depending 
upon where it is ridden. The CBX 
handles better and easier than the 
XS11 or Z1-R, but noticeably less 
surely than the GS1000. 

On the freeway, the CBX is still firm 
and taut — too firm and taut. 
Concrete highway expansion joints 
send shocks to the rider through the 
still suspension, and the seat becomes 
uncomfortable quickly. But the 
seating position itself is perfect, the 
relationship between the handlebars 
and the footpegs and the seat reaching 
that elusive balance which no 
manufacturer before has been able to 
find. 


When the throttle is opened up in 
fifth gear from a cruising speed of 60 
or 65 mph (about 4500 to 5000 rpm), 
the exhaust note sounds terrific. But 
the motorcycle doesn’t lunge forward 
with authority like the XSI1 or 
GS1000. The six moves out, to be sure, 
but dazzles no one. It isn’t until 6500 
rpm that things begin to happen, but 
at that point, all hell breaks loose. 

The same is true off the highway, on 
city streets. Roll on the gas below 6500 
and nothing much happens. But twist 
the revs up to 6500 or 7000 and drop 
the clutch, and the front wheel paws 
for the sky as the rear wheel spins and 
smokes. Shifting into second at the 
redline brings up the front wheel again 
as the mad rush of acceleration 
continues and other vehicles fade from 
view in the twin mirrors, An XS11 or 
GS1000 will kill the CBX in a top-gear 
roll-on from highway speeds, but the 
six will leave both the Yamaha and the 
Suzuki far behind in an all-out drag 
race. The CBX’s burst of top end 
speed must be experienced to be 
believed. 

Stepping off the six and jumping 
onto any other motorcycle impresses 
the rider with this fact: the CBX has 
no slack, or slop, or softness. It feels, 
in all street situations, very firm and 
precise. Somehow the CBX makes 
everything else feel...loose and 
disjointed, crude and unfinished. How 
much of this feeling of increaible 
precision is due to the fact that this six 
is a prototype is impossible to say. But 
if production model CBX Hondas can 
capture that same feel, then 
everything else is finished, and the 
CBX will reign as the ultimate trip for 
a street motorcyclist. 

Not just the feel is different. Even 
the instruments and controls on the 
CBX are striking in their difference. 
They carry on the designer’s obsession 











with *-a ‘look’ *that ‘ screams 
“FUNCTION” at all observers. 
Inspired by the instruments found in 
aircraft cockpits, the huge, stark 
speedometer and tachometer feature 
non-glare glass (formerly available 
only on BMWs), orange numbers on 
black faces, and white-tipped, thick 


orange needles. At night, the 
speedometer needle glows with 
illumination refracted from the 
odometer and resettable trip meter 
dial lights. 

Each control module is mounted on 
forged aluminum, I-beam 


construction, adjustable handlebars 
which clip to the tops of the fork tubes. 
The orange horn button on the left 
bar is the largest this side of an 
automobile steering wheel hub, and 
can be found easily and quickly even 
when the riders hands are heavily 
gloved against cold weather. The turn 
signal and high/low beam control 
switches are large, each unusually 
shaped like a flattened, serrated “U.” 
Control indicator lights are set into the 
speedometer/táchometer mount plate, 
flat plastic lenses with their functions 
lettered on their faces. Each light is 
too bright, the only distracting flaws in 
an otherwise fine control group. 

On the street and at the racetrack, 
the CBX’s obvious technology upstages 
its potential function for the first-time 
viewer, but the unseen, internal 
technology is far more impressive. 
Consider the effort expended to keep 
the weight down as low as possible, at 
least on this prototype. 

The front and rear fenders are both 
plastic, as is the seat base. The 
handlebars and footpegs are forged 
aluminum. The Com-Star wheels are 
all-aluminum and carry tubeless tires. 
The clutch is aluminum, the 
camshafts are hollow, and the shift 
linkage cover, countershaft sprocket 
cover, alternator case and cover, and 
oil-pump pickup casing are all 
magnesium. The wet sump engine 
avoids the need for a heavy remote oil 
tank and lines, but necessitates the use 
of a small oil cooler mounted ahead of 
and above the cylinder head, in 
conjunction with a second oil pump 
section to supply the cooler. 

The engine itself took Irimajiri just 
one-and-a-half years to design 
completely. The groundwork was all 
laid a decade ago with his smaller 
road racing sixes and also a couple of 
Formula One car engines that he 
designed. 

Each cylinder has four valves, two 
25mm intake valves, two 22mm 
exhaust valves. Four small valves are 
each lighter than two large valves. 
Lighter valves are more easily kept 
under control at high rpm. More 
control means less chance of valve 
floating, and less chance that the 
valve-adjusting shims, which sit atop 
recessed tappets, will be spit out at 
high engine speeds. Valve angle is 25°, 
intake valve lift is 8.3mm and exhaust 
valve lift is 7.5mm. Intake valves open 
5° BIDC and close 40° ABDC.

Honda CBX Super Sport 
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Exhaust valves open 40°-BBDC “and ~ 


close 5° ATDC. 


Each Stellite-faced valve is held 
against its sintered iron seat by double, 
inner-outer valve springs. The valves 
are opened by dual overhead, cast- 
iron, hollow camshafts. To avoid heat- 
treating warpage, each camshaft is 
actually made of two pieces, joined at 
the center by an Oldham coupling. A 
9.5mm Hy-Vo chain drives the 
exhaust cam from the crankshaft, and 
another 9.5mm Hy-Vo chain drives 
the intake cam from the exhaust cam. 
Each has its own spring tensioner. 


The combustion chambers are 
conventional with five-faceted roofs, 
looking like they came right out of an 
XL250. Like the cylinder head and 
cam cover, the cylinder is a single sand 
casting. Liners are iron with cylinder 
centers 82mm apart and 64.5mm 
bore. There is room to accommodate 
overbore liners for a displacement 
increase to about 1200cc. 

The CBX uses three-ring, flat- 
topped pistons, connecting rods of 
forged steel with plain bearing big 
ends and a one-piece, seven-main- 
bearing crankshaft. Piston stroke is 
53.4mm. 


At least one piece of unused 
technology is perhaps more intriguing 
than the technology actually used. 
The Honda engineers knew from the 
start that the six-cylinder engine 
produced an exciting exhaust note. 
They also knew that Honda wanted 
the CBX to be a jet-fast, startling 
motorcycle to slap aside the company’s 
recent dull, drab street bike image. 
So, a group of sound engineers went to 
a Japanese air force base and taped 
Phantom jet fighters taking off and 
landing. After days of tape recording, 
they returned to their research facility 
and built an exhaust system that made 
the CBX sound just like a Phanton jet. 
The noise level was within legal limits, 
but the sound itself had an intensity 
even Honda's top engineers find hard 
to explain. One said that the sound 
made the rider feel as if he were 
traveling at 200 mph at an actual 100 
mph. In the end, the Honda honchos 
decided against building motorcycles 
which sound like jet fighters, but the 
very thought that such a thing could 
be built at all is staggering. 

Even without the jet-sound 
exhaust, the prototype Honda CBX is 
the most exciting street motorcycle 
ever. But since no one, (except 
perhaps Honda test riders), has ridden 
a production CBX, one can only 
speculate on how well the bike will fare 
in the transition from the tool room to 
the production line. Soon, the largest 
monthly motorcycle magazine in the 
United States will present to its readers 
the “exclusive, first test” of the CBX, 


“without noting that the machine tested 


was hand built. Like the editors of that 
magazine, we can only hope that the 
essential endearing qualities of the 
prototype CBX survive the long trek to 
the dealer showrooms of America. @

Myerscough, Mosier and 
Staten score at Saddleback

What do you call a Saddleback Park event that 
hosts motocross enthusiasts from all over the 
U.S., holds 28 races and offers several thousand 
dollars in prize money and contingencies? The 


Continental Moto-sport Club 
(CMC) called it the opening 
round of the Suzuki Golden State 
Series, a complete day long pro- 
gram of Pro and Sportsman action. 


Two or more elimination motos had 
to be run in each Pro class followed by 
a Consolation race before a final moto 
was run for the money. 

R&D Suzuki's Brian Myerscough 
came out on top of the 125cc segment 


of the Pro program. Team Kawasaki's 
Gaylon Mosier topped the 250cc event 
following a long battle with teammate 
Jimmy Weinert. And Bassett Racing 
Products-sponsored Rex Staten, riding 
a Yamaha, topped the 500cc class. 

Most noticeable in the pits was the 
“full factory” effort of Team 
Kawasaki. Oddly enough, U.S. Suzuki 
Motor Corporation, the main series 
sponsors, did not field a factory- 
backed effort. 


125cc Pro 


Three elimination motos were a must 
to get the bumble bees sorted out. The 
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top eight riders from each heat, race 
and the top eight from the Consolation 
transferred to the crowded lineup for 
their share of the $3,000 purse. 

The first qualifier was dominated by 
Radical Ron Turner, but Brian 
Myerscough never left him any 
breathing room. Team Honda’s 
Warren Reid took honors for the 
second race, and in the third division, 
Kawasaki put their water-cooled 125cc 
machine under Gassin’ Gaylon Mosier 
for a winning performance. 

Mike Brown rode the wheels off his 
machine to capture the top 
Consolation transfer spot with Cliff 
Lett in second. 

As darkness closed in on the 
radically-rebuilt track at Saddleback, 
32 Pros went flying up the start hill 
and into the cut-off first turn. Jeff 
Ward took the lead, and Brian 
Myerscough came down in second 
when the most spectacular crash of the 
day erupted right behind. 

Warren Reid tangled with another 
rider as they fought for position off the 
hill. When the rider went sideways, 
Ron Turner was left with nowhere to 
go but into the tangle. Turner and his 
Suzuki went end over end, finally 
getting off the track after becoming 
traction for five other riders. 

Myerscough, in the meantime, had 
taken command of the lead which he 
would never relinquish. Danny Turner 
came out from in the midst of the first 
turn action to grab second away from 
Ward on the very last lap. Reid 
worked his way into fifth behind Gary 
Dirks. As the checkers flew 
Myerscough grabbed the $300 first 
place money with a comfortable 
distance on Turner. 

After the race Ron Turner was 
taken home, where he stated he felt 
“better,” but was heading for the 
hospital Monday morning. 
250cc Pro 

In capturing the first of three 
qualifiers to separate the deuce-and-a- 
halfs, Jammin’ Jimmy Weinert came 
from a dead-last start to pass Radical 
Ron Turner, Rex Staten and Marty 
Moates. 

Dennis Brand brought his Maico 
into the to spot of the second race with 
Jim Gibson and Steve Bauer goin’ for 
second. Gibson put his Bassett 
Yamaha ahead of the DG Yamaha of 
Bauer. 

Gassin’ Gaylon Mosier kept the 
Kawasaki banner flyin high as he rode 
away with the third qualifying moto. 
Darrell Shultz brought up the show 
spot with his Maico. 

Bob Elliott came back from a crash 
in his qualifier to take the Consolation 
ahead of Andy Kirker and Arden 
Hadley. Dave “Works” Miller also 
overcame a qualifying crash to 
transfer by way of the Consy. 

Showing the last green banner 
before going to Japan for testing was 
Team Kawasaki. Jimmy Weinert 
grabbed the holeshot over Milan 
Garrett and Ron Pomeroy, and 
Gaylon Mosier came out in fifth before 
another big pile up erupted in the 
first turn. Turner slid out at the top of 
the hill while a 10-rider crash cluttered 
the Webco sweeper. Also getting 
caught in that mess was Rocket Rex 
Staten. 

Mosier made his presence known on 
the second lap when he quickly and 
quietly rode right behind Weinert. 
Looking like a Kawasaki PR race, 
Mosier and Weinert went bar to bar 
for three laps until Mosier held his KX 
wide open and bounced around the 
Jammer. Staten was doing his own 
gassin’ back in the pack as he began 
picking off riders every lap until he 
grabbed third away from Garrett. 

Marty Moates, who ran second off 
the line, soured the engine of his 
Husky, dropping way back. Steve 
Bauer pulled off on the third lap with 
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a painful dislocated knee he received 
when he caught his right foot in a rut. 

Time soon ran out on Bassett- 
sponsored Staten, and at the wire 
Mosier still held a slim lead over 
Weinert. Donnie -Hansen and Tad 
Gumbmann brought in the top five 
placers. 


500cc Pro 


Kawasaki took control of both 500cc 
class qualifiers until Steve Stackable 
got off in a rough new section designed 
for the series event. Jimmy Weinert 
took the first qualifier from the second 
lap to the wire. Rex Staten smoothly 
worked his way up into second late in 
the 10-lap run with Darrell Shultz 
bringing his Maico in third. 

Scott Gillman and Kenny Zahrt 
were right behind Stackable in the 
second qualifier to pick up the one-two 
spots ahead of the factory Kawasaki. 

Scott Millerand Bob Myers were the 
top two in the consolation. 

A heavily contested final saw a field 
of flying colors come off the start hill 
with Steve Stackable grabbing the 
lead. Darrell Shultz picked his way 
into a close second by the end of the 
first lap with Rex Staten on his tail. As 
Staten made his bid for second on the 
third lap, Shultz went into a crossed- 
up flying W that dropped him back 
into fifth. Kenny Zahrt joined the 
parade of speedsters up front. As he 
caught sight of the leaders, Staten flew 
by Stackable for the lead. 

Back in the pack, Weinert was 
having his problems with traffic after a 
bad start, and on the last lap put both 
Bob Marino and Goat Breker behind. 
At the flag the bucks went to Staten, 
Stackable, Zahrt, Shultz and Weinert. 

The series goes into its second week 
in Fresno at Mountain High 
International, where another $3,000, 
contingencies and points towards the 
Suzuki fund money are up for grabs.

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Meticulous attention to detail is a key part of the Alan Hahn method of race 
machinery preparation.

Tony DiStefano won the 1977 
250cc National Motocross title 
against formidable opposition, 
Sy his works Suzuki performing 
flawlessly. The man behind his 
bike’s reliability is Suzuki 
Racing Team mechanic Alan 
Hahn. The soft spoken, easy 
going Hahn looks more like he could 
start at linebacker for the Rams than 
dissect a sophisticated motorcycle 
engine. The blond haired well built 
bachelor has become a popular mem- 
ber of the racing fraternity on the pro 
motocross circuit, 

Alan loves the circuit and the ob- 
vious advantages of being part of a 
successful team. He cites every race as 
a new experience and says he learns 
something at each. His experiences 
with new people and new places are 
irreplaceable, but as he points out, 
traveling constantly does have its 
drawbacks. Lack of proper food and 
regular rest are at

diet from Tony and works out 
regularly to stay in shape. 

Distant races often require the 
Suzuki Team truck to cross the coun- 
try between events, and coupled with 
the usual three days of bike 
preparation, there is scant time for 
rest. He cites lack of patience with 
others as his personal shortcoming and 
his pet peeves are people who lack 
organization in their work and borrow 
tools, chain lube, etc. 

Alan was first exposed to motor- 
cycles on the family’s dairy farm near 
St. Charles, Michigan. His athletic 
prowess netted him a full football 
scholarship as tackle and guard at two- 
year Northwood Institute. Alan 
majored in “girls,” so when Michigan 
State tried to enroll him for further 
gridiron hostilities his English grades 
held him back. After returning home, 
he started an apprentice program with 
Iron Works Local 25 in Detroit, but 
when Uncle Sam mailed him an Army 
entry blank he quickly joined the 
Navy. As a result of personal effort he 
was assigned to his preference, a 
Seabee Battalion. He spent two tours 
in Vietnam building combat facilities 
under less than desirable working con- 
ditions. 

After his stateside reassignment in 
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Norfolk, Virginia, he campaigned a 
vintage DT-1 Yamaha, developing an 
early reputation for winning with a 
well maintained bike. In one season he 
raced 22 straight events without a 
mechanical failure. After mustering 
out he watched the Honda Hills 
Trans-AMA and set a personal goal to 
ride the famed series one day. 

Back in Michigan he found jobs 
scarce but secured a wrench job with 
the local Yamaha shop, riding 
weekends to advance his racing career 
and recalls that he never lost a race at 
one local track. 

He and a buddy bought out the 
shop’ and after only a month, the 
building lease was. violated and our 
guys were out in the street. Alan 
moved the tools to his home garage 
and went back to iron work but his 
reputation for thoroughness became 
well known as he set-up area race 
bikes. 

With help from American Jawa he 
campaigned a CZ in as many qualifiers 
as he could drive to and in 1974 he 
earned National # 93 and a shot at the 
Trans-AMA Series. Just when finances 
looked hopeless, Jim and Imogene 
Stapleton pitched in and Alan and 
young Mark Stapleton joined forces 
for the series. Alan met Tony and the 
Suzuki team during the series and 
began to learn team techniques. 
During the final 1975 event at 
Saddleback he was centerpunched by a 
flying rock and after painfully 
finishing the race he was taken to the 
emergency room, shared by Maico 
rider Jim West. The doctor told Alan 
of Jim’s death and this event changed 
the course of Alan's career. 

During the off-season he was en- 
couraged by AMA Referee Chuck Mc- 
Call and his wife, Denise, to pursue a 
career as a mechanic. Tragedy struck 
prior to the first 1976 Florida Winter- 
AMA race when his close friend Mark 
Stapleton was asphyxiated while 
sleeping in his van. Alan stayed with 
the family and traveled to Jacksonville 
for a moving memorial ceremony at 
the first race. 

While in Florida, Gary Chaplin of- 
fered a wrench job and Alan rejoined 
the circuit with Gary at the Gainesville 
race. Alan still remembers Eve 
Chaplin's fine home cooked meals in 
their Winnebago. With Alan tuning, 
Gary's Suzuki was staying together and 
he started the 1976 Supercross Series 
“hot” going into the Los Angeles 
Coliseum event. Chaplin and Hahn 
had agreed that if a factory job was of- 
fered, Alan would be free to accept. A 
member of team Suzuki asked Alan to 
travel to California for a job interview 
and Alan worked late to complete 
Gary's bike before his departure. He 
rejoined Gary at Phoenix with the 
news that he would start work with 
Suzuki, tuning for Danny LaPorte the 
following race. Danny had a super 
125cc National season, finishing 
second to Bob Hannah with overall 
wins in the final two races and a 
second place Support class finish in the 
Trans-AMA Series. 

Tony DiStefano asked Hahn to 
wrench for him during the 1977 season 
and through the Florida Winter-AMA 
Series the pair learned to work well 
together. According to Alan, Tony 
Knows the motorcycle inside and out 
and is a stickler for detail. Alan’s 
respect for Tony's determination is 
boundless and he has learned much 
from Tony's self discipline as he 
defended his 250cc National title 
vigorously, his machine purring 
through every moto for a record third 
consecutive National Championship. @ 








Street is Neat

out of mothballs and get her 
back on the road. 

There are a lot of things to look 
forward to this year for the street 
biker. Of course if you're into that dirt 
bike stuff you'll probably miss out on 
most of it because of broken bones and 
such, but like I always say, you get 
hurt in the dirt.

Roeseler starts 
"78 with Sled 
Riders H&H win

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, JAN. 8 

The only visible sign of a start in 
the dust-free desert was a thin 
line of pre-mix smoke. Bob 
Balentine emerged from the 


pucker bushes first and headed up the 
canyon followed by number one Larry 
Roeseler (OR Hus), Bill Becker and C 
bike rider Charlie Hamill. Tom Kelly 
(KTM) was next but his tranny soon 
sounded like it was full of marbles and 
he shut down. Steve Eckardt (OR 
Hus), Max Eddy (Yam), Ron Bebo 
(Yam), Dan Maurel and Eric 
McCracken (OR Hus), riding his first 
Amateur ride, rounded out the top 10. 

The canyon wound its way to the 
top of the Searles, turned left and 
ridge-ran the length of the range. 
Making a right turn, the course 
dropped off a steep slope, crossed a 
rocky wash, wound up a saddleback 
then down into some play area. Gary 
Charters was gaining on Hamill; 
second Amateur Scott Postma was 
gaining on McCracken and Tom 
Mattox was right behind Postma as the 
racers took check one. 

The tight fun stuff worked its way 
into a narrow wash that progressively 
got bigger as it headed towards the 
foothills and the valley basin. 
Balentine got passed by Roeseler as 
they headed out across the valley that 
used to be a neat sandwash. The rain 


brought forth many boulders so 
caution had to be used. D.R. 
Deichman and Jack Froelich both had 
good bomb runs and were neck and 
neck heading for the track crossing. 
Charters and Zarp got flat tires and 
took the access road back to the pits 
while Art Knapp, Ray Alexander and 
Ron Hall followed Tim Fitzpatrick 
across the tracks and up the rocky 
wash that penetrates the Spangler 
Mountains. 

Roeseler regained the lead as he took 
check two, turned over a rise on a one 
bike trail that worked into a tight wash 
that headed back in the direction of 
the tracks. Steve Lindsey was working 
his way up from a bad start and had 
Terry Davis for company as they went 
through the tight sections. Nate 
Sciaqua had Ken Miller right behind 
him; Ken doing quite well for having a 
bullet hole in his arm. Larry Earhart, 
James Vincent and Craig Kinnaman 
hit the binders as the course made a 
hard right up an almost vertical 10- 
foot embankment into a one bike trail 
through the rocks and some surprise 
ravines. Max Eddy picked off 14 riders 
and moved in behind Balentine, Eric 
McCracken got with the program and 
moved in behind Max. 

The course worked its way back into 
the Spahglers. Hoyt Statham, Joel 
Stankavich and Dave Conner 
navigated the trail till it dropped into 
the mining area. The course headed 
up a whoop-strewn canyon, turned 
right and picked up a wash/road 
section. From here on it was zig-zag 
through the puckers, a super ride to 
the tracks. 

Roeseler had to gain the lead one 
more time from the stubborn 
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Balentine who was having a great time 
and a great ride also. Larry pitted and 
Balentine took the lead as the KTM 
jumped onto the pipeline road and 
headed for the foothills. Hooking a 
right over the red clay knolls, 
Balentine worked his way through the 
new flat section then into the steep 
rollers before picking up the road that 
led to- the Trona Road crossing. 
Balentine pitted there and Roeseler 
took the lead for good. Max Eddy 
blasted his way down the virgin ravine 
just before the road crossing running 
third. 

The course crossed the road just 
below the nasty rock downhill. Staying 
in the wash below, the trail entered a 
rocky section but they were fun rocks if 
you can believe that. Once into the 
Rademacher area, the Sled Riders 
found stuff the miners didn’t even 
know was there: One rocky uphill, 
some crossgrain sand and rock 
sections, a flat area then the first 
railroad track underpass. When Rick 
Shirey cleared this “Killer” Kilgore, 
Trudy Beck and Russ Collins shot 
through and on into some super trail 
riding territory. Juan Benividez riding 
a C bike crossed under the second 
underpass followed by Don Boese and 
Keith Smith. 

Once through here it was a flat area 
with about four abrupt “gotcha” 
ditches to make sure you were holding 
on tight. From this point on it was just 
fantastic. Making a right turn the 
course wound through some large 
boulders. The ground was soft, wet 
sand and the traction was superb. Joe 
Lockhart and Steve Webb were dicing 
with Lee Elias and Jeff Robbins. As 
the foursome worked their way to the 
top of the tight rock-laced trail, an 
immediate downhill got their 
attention. Shooting down this, the guy 
who does neat wheelies through 
waterholes for Dzrt Bike Magazine, 
Jim Connolly was having a ride he 
won't forget for many moons. Before 
bike problems and a return to the pits 
for repairs, the crafty motocross 
veteran was in the top 10. a 

Mamking his debut as an Amateur, 
Don Theel was holding down second 
tráil bike behind #129T. The downhill 
dumped into a small wash, tight at 
first but gradually wider and faster as 
the racers headed for Charlie's Place. 

Balentine hounded Roeseler as the 
two racers headed up the long uphill, 
the backward section of the 100’s race 
and then entering some gradual rollers 
and deep hard-pan ravines, both 
getting airborne. Crossing Trona 


. Road, Max Eddy didn’t realize he was 


as close as he was because there was 
zero dust for detection, 

Once across the road Roeseler 
gassed his black tank OR up into the 
foothills, picking up a fire road that 
dribbled off into a one-bike trail 
heading towards the last rise past 
Charlie’s. Picking up the last check, 
Larry headed down off the long slope, 
turned right parallelling the tracks till 
the road crossing, and went back into 
the desert down the home stretch and 
in the overall win. 


The Novice/Beginner race 

Leading the mass of bodies and 
machines was Pat Cain. Jim Rother, 
#285c and Bill Mossman were next. As 
the racers exited the top of the canyon, 
Steve Krieger, Mike Kemberling, and 
the kid from Big Piney, WY, Tagg 
Guio turned left and headed across the 
top of the Searles. Ken Oviatt 
developed bike problems so Lee 
Midgley and Marty Pollard surged 
ahead. 

Cliff Thomas, the Trail Novice who 
usually smokes the class, had a C bike 





on his tail with a rider unknown to the 
dez thus far, Bill Sullenbach. Jeff 
Moeller was right behind, second Trail 
Novice. Four bikes back, Craig 
Weaver and Marv Van Sickle were 
neck and neck for the Beginner 
Heavyweight position. At check two 
Cain still had the lead with Pollard 
right behind and then Craig Timms. 
The first six bikes were 250s. 
Beginners Jim Eddie and Ron Cooper 
had Jeff Gifford and Rod Michner, the 
Beginner C bikers, giving a hard 
chase. 

Heading out of the mountains 
towards the second track crossing, the 
place where the Dusters crossed their 
course, Pollard took the lead. 

The way the one loopers entered the 
finish area, the club should have let 
them go the second loop. They sure 
were not ready to quit. Taking the 
overall win was new guy Bill 
Sallenbach, first C Beginner. Second 
C was 11 bikes back, Jeff Gifford and 
Rod Michner right behind for third. 
First Trail Novice, second overall was 
Cliff Thomas, with Jeff Moeller right 
behind Cliff for second, and Al 
Guzman was two bikes back for third. 
Craig Weaver took the Open bike 
honors finishing a fine fourth overall. 
Steve Gray was second, Dave 
Parement third. Dahlene Dorman was 
first girl, Lori Theel second. Cliff 
QOgrain, who trophied last year at this 
race, motored in for first Senior Open; 
greedy, greedy. The 250 winner was 
Jim Eddie, Mark Colb bagged second, 
Ken Lesser took third. 

Nearing the neat trail on the second 
loop that wound through the tall 
boulders, Joe Penoncello moved up 
four positions and took aim on third 
place Timms. Tony Epperson moved 
up a dozen positions and settled in 
behind Tony. Wayne Poore was 
running second Heavy ahead of Jim 
Rother and Brian Sweeney. Mark 
Stoner and Alex Long were riding like 
hell cause they had a dude behind 
them by the name of Jesse James, no lie 
number 488. Rod Wheeler and Larry 
Kunkle let ol’ Jesse stay ahead. 

About this point in time the racers 
began to realize the uniqueness of this 
race. They were still just as clean and 
pretty as when they went to the start 
line; the pre-mix slop from the pits left 
no gunge on their tanks. Ron 
Cotterman beat George Becker to the 
roller section, Jim Hurley was ahead of 
Paul Walters. Taking check six, Tom 
Jones, Rick Boyer and Clarey Mercer 
headed for Trona Road. 

Pollard had a smile visible over the 
top of his Bell Motostar. Taking check 
seven, he headed for home and the 
overall win. Just about a mile from the 
finish his KTM started to sputter then 
died. He ran out of gas. Chris Harris, 
Rich Varner and Craig Timms paid 
their respects as they flew by for the 
finish line. Marty finally bummed 
some gas and finished sixth overall. 
That’s racing. 

The racers filed through the finish 
line in high spirits. I've never seen a 
happier bunch of desert racers. Not 
one sniveler could be found. I think it 
is only fitting we start the year off with 
a super race and use this as a pattern 
for inspiration for the remainder of the 
season. If you dug on the second loop, 
stop by the Sled Riders camp and 
thank Steve Cosner. The old 
determination trophy is split between 
two Harley-Davidson-sponsored riders, 
Bruce Ogilvie and Dennis Greene. 
Bruce’s rear axle bolt loosened and the 
tire moved forward. Starting way after 
the Novices, he passed them all and 
was well up in the Amateur/Expert 
ranks. Dennis was running around 


fifth overall but entered the finish line 
on a bare rear rim. The obscene award 
goes to Bob Jones. At the finish he was 
trying to pull his Desert Viper Jersey 
over his leathers, which split from 
front to rear.

Up, down and 
around with URA’s 
Frosty Cactus 
enduro 


By Dale Brown 


RANDSBURG, CA, JAN. 8 

Taking advantage of near-perfect 
riding conditions, nearly 675 rid- 
ers competed in the United Rac- 
ing Association’s Frosty Cactus 
family enduro, held near Hwy. 395 
and Government Peak. 

The first loop, which ran 18.6 miles, 
was relatively interesting for a family 
enduro first loop. The second loop was 
challenging: Up, down and rocky. 

The first riders left the start at 8:01 
a.m., the last ones on the 96th minute. 
The first loop snaked and twisted to 
the three-mile speedo check, then 
straightened out as it headed for a 
small hill. The hill was big enough to 
hide a check crew, and sure enough, 
there was one right past the crest, at 
4.4 miles. It was the tie-breaker. 

Continuing along on the dust-free 
course, there were a few rollers, some 
fireroad, and more snaking through 
the puckerbushes. Marking wasn’t 
really necessary unless you were on the 
first few minutes; the rest of us just 
followed the brown line of wet sand. 

After what seemed like an eternity 
without a check, riders found one in a 
sandwash fairly well hidden by the 
puckerbushes near the 15-mile point. 

Crossing the Randsburg-Mojave 
Road near camp, the course took a 
fireroad away from the camp and then 
doubled back. The finish check was 
unknown, but according to the rider’s 
instructions, not over 21 miles. Just 
past the 18-mile mark, when riders 
figured that the next check had to be 
the finish check, there it was. The

check was .3 miles off its proper 
location; according to URA officials, 
the scores will be adjusted. 

The second loop headed away from 
the camp, but came back quickly to 
attempt a short, steep hill within sight 
of the start. A few riders seemed to 
have trouble with the tacky surface. 
After that, more uphills and 
and a fireroad near 
Government Peak that led a downhill 
of National enduro caliber.

The check 
could be seen from the top of the hill, 
but riders were too busy trying to 
navigate through the rocks to look up. 

One of URA’s favorite moves on the 
second loop was to send the course up 
a asic or gully, then spring a 
sharp turn and a good hillclimb on the 
riders. They did it several times. 

The course came out the hills and 
started heading for Koehn Dry Lake. 
The average was boosted to 36 mph 
entering a five mile section of fireroad. 
A check was located after the third 


rn. 

The fireroad continued in the 
direction of Camp C, but. the course 
turned off before it got there. Some 
cross-country running at a more sedate 
24 mph, one last good downhill, a 
check at 28 miles and the finish at 33 
miles completed the enduro. There 
were a few that zeroed the course, but 
results were not available by press 
time. 

The enduro was challenging for the 
less-experienced. The weather helped 
out what might have been a very 
difficult event. The organization was 
good, the marking adequate. A nice 
Sunday ride, all in all. 


Martin hits the 
jackpot at CRC H&H

LUCERNE VALLEY, CA, JAN. 8 
Mike Martin, mounted on a 390 
Husqvarna, came from a medi- 
ocre start to capture the overall 
win at CRC’s hare and hound at 
Lucerne Valley. 

Shortly after 9 o'clock, the first 
wave, consisting of Experts and 
Amateurs, left the start line on 
their way to the smoke. The first 
to reach the bomb was Morgan 
Malocco (400 IT) with Dave Woods 
(400 Yam), Steve Heinze (400 Yam) 
and Al Wurtzel (250 Suz) in pursuit. 
Bill Saltzman (390 Hus) and “Bad” 
Brad Henson (175 IT) were moving up 
on the leaders shortly after the bomb. 

As the course proceeded into the 
hills, Malocco had already begun to 
stretch his lead. Saltzman moved up 
rapidly through the sand whoops and 
about seven miles out, took over 
second place. Malocco was aware of 
Saltzman’s presence and began to bear 
down. While twisting the throttle a 
little harder, Malocco siezed a piston 
and was forced to park his bike. 
Henson and his lightweight by this 
time was running second overall. 

Back in the pack, Monte Lee (250 
Yam) was doing some moving up of his 
own. Running about 10th at the 
smoke, Monte had worked his way up 
to third. Scot Duncan (250 Yam) had 
a good start in the top ten and was 
running well without problems. 

About halfway around the first 
loop, Saltzman experienced 
mechanical ills and slowed a great 
deal, losing the lead to Henson. 

By this time Heinze had put the 
move on Hibbard and was in firm 
control of third. Wurtzel was running 
fifth , despite problems with a cracked 
pipe.

Wurtzel was the 
next bike to appear on the scene as he 
headed straight for the Cycle Products 
pit for petrol. Martin came through a 
short time later with Duncan, Briesner 
and #841 running just moments apart. 
Amateur Lightweight Chuck Mill (175 
Yam) was running very well, rounding 
out the top ten on lap one. 

Judging by the way the bikes were 
coming in close order, it was evident 
that a fast pit stop was essential. 

In the Junior/Senior class, Boyd 
Jantzi (400 Yam) was the leader with 
Amateur Ed Waldheim (400 KTM) 
right behind him. 

Laura Lockridge (250 Yam) was 
leading the Women's class after her 
great start and wasted no time in 
heading out for the second loop. 

As Henson headed out on his second 
loop everyone thought he had it made. 
The first. of two separate loops was 
supposed to be the fastest and lap two 
was the more challenging section. 

Heinze was running second as a 
result of Lee's lengthy pit stop but that 
was only temporary. Heinze got off in 
some whoops and dislodged his chain, 
sidelining him for an indefinite 
period. 

Martin was still on the move and 
had picked off Wurtzel and his injured 
bike, as well as the tiring Hibbard, for 
third. 

“Bad” Brad's run for the money was 
stopped short as his fifth and sixth 
gears let go, damaging his-chances of 
finishing. Lee then took the lead only 
to get a flat tire but continued on. 
Martin was now in second and closing 
fast. 

Beisner was really moving up on the 
leaders also. After getting by Hibbard, 
and dicing with Duncan he had moved 
up to third with Duncan filling in 
fourth. 

At the finish it was very close. As the 
first two riders reached the dry lake it 
was Lee, but Martin made a last 
second charge and snatched the lead 
and the overall victory in the last 40 
yards. Beisner was within ten seconds 
of the leaders as he finished with 
Duncan right on his tail. The first four 
riders finished closer than I'd ever seen 
in my life. Shortly after Duncan came 
Jeff Lambson (250 Yam) with a broken 
front brake cable and a flat front tire. 
Lambson came from well back in the 
pack and did an outstanding job as did 
Randy Fleming (250 Yam). Fleming 
and Jambson were close most of the 
day. Fleming was handicapped by not 
being geared up properly for desert 
but still finished well. Hibbard was in

next with lightweight Miller following. 
Eric Burney (390 Hus) was out of the 
top 10 on the first loop but managed 
to snag ninth overall. “Steady” Fred 
Strong (ITS IT) rounded out the top 
ten with yet another one of his usual 
consistent rides. Wurtzel was in at 
eleventh with a fractured pipe and a 
loss of horsepower but still captured 
the 250 Junior/Senior title. 

Jeff Matthews (250 Yam) edged out

Jeff Cannon (250 Hus) was the first 
overall Novice and Brett Henson (400 
IT) was victorious in the Open

In the Open Junior/Senior class, 
Boyd Jantzi rolled to victory as did Ed 
Waldheim in the Amateur division. 
Laura Lockridge rode virtually 
unchallenged for the Womens 
division. 

The Beginners were really getting 
with the program today as Jimmy 
Donaldson (250 Yam) captured the 
overall win with Junior/Senior rider ` 
Chris Cord and his Cycle Products 
KTM not far behind. 

As for Mike Martin, the overall 
victor for the day, he took home the 
jackpot and his first ever overall win. 

Allen Sottosanti is CRC’s new 
promoter, and everyone enjoyed the 
course he set up today. The Desert 
M.C. from District 37 ran their course 
across it and took down some CRC 
ribbon. This caused some people to 
become confused but most of the 
riders were able to stay on course. 
CRC and District 37 are going to have 
to start cooperating with one another 
in order to prevent this type of thing 
from happening again. According to 
Sottosanti, it will be taken care of. 

The course was excellent and dust 
was non-existent.

Rasmussen, 
Harrington tame 
Mother Nature at 
SRA Fun Run

RANDSBURG, CA, DEC. 18 
Mother Nature struck a fierce 
blow on the Christmas Fun Run 
when she unleashed torrents of 
rain, gusty winds and freezing 
cold against those deciding to ride the 
Sportsman Racing Association’s last 
family enduro of 1977. 

The harsh wind that blew on 
Saturday night destroyed several 
hundred yards of ribbon while buckets 
of rain blended lime and earth so 
completely that it created great 
difficulty for even the sharpest eye to 
tell one from the other. 

On the first loop as riders came 
down a small hill after leaving the 
three-mile check, all signs of a marked 
trail were completely gone. If riders 
turned right they were lucky and 
picked up ribbon again before long. If

they turned left, they also picked up 
ribbon before long but since this 
belonged to the end of the loop, they 
would soon be back at camp. When 
starting over, they would be 
approximately 30 minutes late. 

In spite of all the first loop 
obstacles, those in the original 22.6- 
mile layout by 14-year-old Mark 
Vincellette — and those contributed 
by Mother Nature, Nancy Rasmussen 
finished first overall with a 0.32 score. 
Nancy who is over 35 and a 200 B rider 
also had the satisfaction of having her 
son Russell, under-16 200 B, finish 
second overall with a score of 0.33. 
(0.30 is perfect.) Rose Manuel, a 250 C 
rider was third with a 0.34. 

The speeds which ranged from 18 to 
24 mph were fairly normal for a first 
loop. The big difference was that the 
course ran across country rather than 
over fire roads and easy trails. 

The 26.7-mile second loop was 
challenging enough without Mother 
Nature's help. The speeds, ranging 
from 20 to 26 mph, sounded average 
enough, but when the terrain included 
two super rocky uphills, these speeds 
took on new interest. After futile tries, 
many riders risked disqualification 
when they gave up and bypassed the 
second ‘great hill’ which started up 
over shaky rocks that turned to mush 
about halfway up. 

Although most A and B riders 
thought it was a good challenging 
loop, most C riders thought more of it 
as am education. Mario D’Amico, 200 
C over 35, and Dave Pisarik, Open C 
over 35, both felt it would have been 
better if there had been a ‘C’ route to 
bypass the one hill. 

Riders felt a small touch of revenge 
when they learned Mark Vincellette 
burned up his clutch while sweeping 
the course. Rumor has it that Mark 
was last seen heading for the Mexican 
border with a posse of irate riders 
carrying tar and feathers hot on his 
tail. 

Jack Harrington, an Open A rider, 
tamed the weather and Vincellette’s 
reputation when he completed the 
whole thing with a 0.48. David 
Rogers, Open B, was second with a 
1.29 while Randy Liebig, 250 A, was 
third with a 1.21 and Duane Mehan 
was fourth with a 2.33. 

John Schultz, the high point rider 
for the new Smuggler trailer, was 
zeroing the course until he crashed on 
the second loop. Rumor has it that 
Schultz had already earned enough 
points from previous enduros to still be 
the number one SRA enduro rider for 
1977, earning one brand new 
Smuggler trailer.

TOOS BIKE 


Consider this. Your name is Glenn Vincent. 
You're a machinist by vocation and a dirt 
rider by avocation. You're a former New 
England Sports Committee scrambles class 


champion. Your brother 
Charlie is a multi-medalist in 
ISDT competition as well as a former 
scrambles class champion, and you 
yourself have done well in ISDT 
qualifiers although you've never rid- 
den the ISDT. Question: What do you 
ride for a woods bike? 

A high-powered gas-guzzling two- 
stroke is out of the question even if 
they do handle better than most of the 
alternatives. Heavy, anachronistic, 
four-strokes are out, even the Trium- 
ph 500 twin which wasn’t bad in its 
day, because although old bikes don’t 
die, they do break a lot, no matter how 
well maintained. 

But wait a minute. Honda's four- 
stroke single isn’t a bad engine. It star- 
ts readily; it’s quiet; it doesn’t leak oil. 
It’s smoother than many singles, and it 
pulls well all the way from an idle to 
about a zillion rpm. 

It’s the frame that’s heavy and awk- 
ward. And the limited suspension 
travel and poor compliance will have 
you back on the pavement long before 
you've enjoyed the woods. Maybe the 
solution is the Honda engine in dif- 
ferent rolling stock. 

But what rolling stock? Sure, you 
could weld lugs onto a Champion 
frame to hold the various bits and 
pieces you'd want that aren't necessary 
on a competition bike, but you'd still 
have a conventional motorcycle when 
you were finished. A good one, 
perhaps, but nothing truly distinctive. 
Wouldn't it be neater to use your 
machinists talents and your 
imagination to come up with a better 
way? 

Let’s see, now...the best for the air 
filter is up high. It should be in a

location protected from dust and mud 
but with unrestricted access to air. 
The electrics should be protected from 
water -- which also means high -- and 
covered but with air flow for cooling. 

The best place for the gas is down as 
low as possible. But as the gas gets 
closer to the carburetor, the fuel 
pressure drops, and fuel supply 
problems can crop up. That's why the 
old sidecar racers used weir-type fuel 
systems in which fuel was pumped 
from the main tank to a small tank 
which supplied the carbs. The excess 
drained back into the main tank. And 
there’s nothing to say that the small 
tank can’t be a sealed-off frame tube. 
They put oil in those things, don’t 
they? With its wet sump, the Honda 
doesn’t need an oil supply. 

The gas tank could go in the normal 
air-filter location under the seat if the 
air filter were moved up. Pumping 
directly to the carb could be done if 
you switched to a snowmobile carb, 
but the needle valve on standard 
motorcycle carbs won't hack it. The 
weir principle applies however, and 
would allow the use of a standard 
motorcycle carb. 

That was the germ of the idea. 
Glenn had already done some work 
manufacturing special goodies for 
Husqvarnas, and he had produced a 
trick alloy swingarm which did not use 
any castings; in his opinion it was too 
difficult to join the dissimilar 
material--cast to bar stock. And he 
had pulled in a good part-time living 
doing shock-angle mods to Elsinore 
frames for a couple of years when that 
was the hot setup. From all that, it was 
just a step up to a complete frame. 

The frame was designed to place the 
shocks at an angle in a straight line

from the top shock mount to the 
steering head. 


An aluminum gas tank sits in the 
area normally occupied by the air 
filter, and holds 2.2 gallons, which will 
take the economical Honda engine just 
about 100 miles. A Mikuni 
snowmobile gas pump which works off 
engine vacuum obtained from the 
manifold pumps fuel to a frame- 
reinforcing tube. This is sealed at both 
ends to act as a holding tank for fuel. 
From the tube/tank there are two 
outlet tubes, one to the carb and one 
back to the fuel tank, ensuring no 
pressure buildup against the needle 
and seat in the carburetor. This gives a 
small theoretical side-benefit from the 
tuning standpoint. Fuel level is always 
constant, regardless ot the quantity of 
fuel in the tank. The holding tank 
allows use of standard motorcycle car- 
buretor. 


A cover which looks like a conven- 
tional fuel tank covers the air filter 
and electrics and gives the rider a 
place to press with his knees. (It’s been 
said that a motorcyclist, instead of 
having four wheels in contact with the 
ground, has eight ground contacts: the 
wheels, his hands, his feet, and his 
knees.) 


The seat is from a Honda CR125 
but hinged at the rear for access to the 
fuel tank. Petty fenders and lights 
handle the rest of the styling chores 
while holding weight down. 

Suzuki RM forks handle the front 
bumps, while Fox Shox do the con- 
trolling at the rear. The swingarm is 
made of old Yankee stock — quite 
literally. The oval tubing was pur- 
chased from John Taylor, left over 
from the ill-fated big twin two-stroke. 
Montek O-ring chain transmits the 
power to Sun rims which sport a Met- 
zeler tire on the rear and a Barum up 
front. The exhaust pipe is handmade 
from J.C. Whitney bent tubing and 
terminates in a Super Trapp muffler — 
still a trifle loud for street use. 

The bike has an all-up weight of 








238% Ibs. with full gas and oil tanks 
and skid plate, ready to ride in the 
woods. Glenn has 4000 miles on the 
bike, including several wins in NESC 
Over-The-Hill-Gang motocross com- 
petition, riding against much larger 
two-stroke engines. 

The bike is light, lithe, and lively; 
few four-strokes can match its han- 
dling and maneuverability. It pulls 
cleanly from:virtually an idle, with full 
controlability. The front wheel can be 
lofted as desired, yet unwanted 
wheelspin is not a problem, and there 
are no undesired power peaks. 


Glenn has a 350cc engine down- 
stairs, and he’d like to interest a Hon- 
da goodies manufacturer in supply 
some go-fast parts so he can build an 
Open class motocrosser with another 
frame. He figures he’s got about 150 
hours into building the prototype, but 
most of that was spent building jigs for 
the frame, so he can turn out another 
a lot quicker. 

Beyond that, Glenn would like to go 
into limited production of a rolling 
chassis, so the purchaser could supply 
his own engine, and ride it away. He 
estimates that the cost would be in the 
neighborhood of $1900. One change 
made in the interest of production 
would be a switch from the Suzuki 
forks, probably to an Italian marque. 


Glenn would like to thank the 
following who helped with the project.

taking both himself and Lawson out.

Just before bottoming out, a 
sharp, downhill right turn was 
required. A few feet up the canyon the 
rider was faced with an abrupt rise, a 
bit above eye level to a rider standing 
on his pegs. A blast on the loud handle 
and a lot of leaning over the bars put 
the rider on top of this hazard. A little 
breathing room on top allowed a sharp 
left over loose stones, over a ditch, 
then down a sharp dropoff, another 
left that required the rider to put the 
front wheel way up on the bank in 
order to set-up the placement of the 
rear wheel on the narrow ledge that 
was used for the entry!

CERA Training

Five-year-old Lance Schappert 
was the last rider across the finish 
line of the Training Wheels 
Enduro. While he didn’t set any 


records over the 63.9-mile course, he 
did establish himself as the youngest 
finisher in all of the District 36

seein’, Ya know? 


enduros this year. “I could have gone 
faster but my Uncle Tom rides like a 
slug!” he was heard to comment later 
on after his nap. Uncle Tom 
Schappert had carried son Keith, age 
seven, on his bike's gas tank and wasn’t 
able to maintain his usual blazing 
speed. 

At the other end of the age scale, Old 
Timer Bob Keys scored first overall 
with .07 seconds — no zeros on this 
run. Jess Gallo, Dick Silvis and Bob 
Kelly were the other top finishers in 
the Old Timer’s class. First-time 
enduro rider Al Botelho, a young 53- 
year-old hot shoe, learned the 
rudiments of time keeping in a 20- 
minute briefing period the morning of 
the event, and went on to score with 
8.77 minutes. The leader of the 12 and 
unders was Toby Craig with two 
points. Dan Lopez came in with three, 
Mike Johnson had five and Bob 
McGowan seven. 

Of all the lovely ladies who rode the 
event, Shirley Sutliff did best with a 
score of 1.29, followed by. Barb Baird 
with a two, Susan Poor finished with 
three points and Irene Cooper was 
fourth, with 4.67. Beginners Wayne 
Osborne, with 1.50, Ed Linville, with 
1.68, Tom Carney, with 2.21 and 
Larry Cronister, with 2.37, were the 
leaders in their group. 

Some 318 potential riders were 
turned away from this once-a-year 
family enduro because the Forest 
Service set a 450 rider limit. The only 
event of its kind in Northern 
California’s AMA District 36, the 
Training Wheels attracted people who 
are ordinarily ignored — wives, girl 
friends, children and first-time 
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enduroers. Due to red tape at the 
national AMA level, the event was 
non-sanctioned, a fact which did not 
detract from the pure fun the run 
provided. 

The first riders left the start at 7:30 
under a 12 mph speed average. The 
tight trail was slippery with early 
morning frost and a few riders nearly 
went over in places where the course 
skirted steep dropoffs. The California 
Enduro Riders Association had taken 
the precaution of posting safety men at 
these danger spots and any possible 
accident was averted. After a few miles 
of trail, the course dropped down to a 
logging road where the speed was 
upped to 18 mph. All averages were 
posted as problems in mathematics; 
for instance the equation 2x7-6 + 10 =? 
Just like back in fifth grade! The 
speed change signs were usually 
surrounded by crowds of people 
counting fingers and toes, jabbing at 
computers and scribbling numbers in 
the dirt. The speed average above 
would, of course, be 20 mph...uh, I 
think. Maybe 16 mph? 

Most of the course consisted of roads 
and old railway rights of way — 
overgrown, with young pine — very 
easy, pleasant riding. The gas check 
was at 43 miles. The riders got a 20- 
minute break and free soda. 

The only complaint heard was that 
there was a little too much road, but 
most agreed that the road was 
appropriate when the abilities and 
endurance of five-year-olds, 53-year- 
olds and 14-year-old hot shoes were 
taken into consideration. The happy 
finishers picked up a pin and a bit of 
good news at the day’s end; it looks like 
there will be three family enduros in 
1978. Look out for Lance Schappert!

Thankfully, the cold, gusty winds 
that raked Saturday's practice session 
abated by Sunday, and race day 
turned cool, calm, and clear, bringing 
out a good spectator crowd to watch 
packed classes go for the cash and 
trophies down to l0th place. The 
course was a max test for horsepower 
and suspension. 

Kirschbaum’s main competition in 
the 125cc and Open classes was 
Clarence Fortney, also Yamaha- 
equipped. At times Fortney would get 
by or have the early lead, but 
Kirschbaum always managed to be 
ahead for the finish payoff. In one 
moto, he even came from last, through 
a large field, and still won. No doubt, 
it was his day. Keeping close tabs on 
them was hometown boy Al Myers, 
who marked a quick 3-3 in that class, 
staying one up on Steve Boley (5-4). 

Myers returned in the 250cc Expert 
and locked into a duel for second with 
Brian Layton. Myers spoiled Layton’s 
plans with a fine 3-2 ride to edge 
Layton’s 2-3, while Harley Darnell (5- 
5) copped fourth ahead of Wayne 
Weuste (7-4). 

In the Open class, it was again 
Kirschbaum and Fortney going 1-2 
over Chuck Hoenshell (5-4) and Kerm 
Buller (7-3) and Jody Olson (3-7). 

Amateur divisions produced a two- 
class dominator in Ken Castor, who 
smoked Senior and 105cc Minis on 
some very specialized machinery.

The huge Senior class had run 
a split first moto with Castor and 
Scotty Gabbard the winners, but 
Gabbard could only pull a third out of 
the final, missing the runner-up slot to 
Todd Frederick (2-2). In the 105cc 
class Keith Shockley (3-2) upset

Mini (60cc) class’ first moto that saw 
Angie Scott defeat the field of 17 
under-10 guys. She dropped to 14th in 
the second moto however, opening the 
door for overall winner Mark Miller 
(2-1) and second place Randy Reed (4- 
2). 

In the Expert ranks, hometown Pro 
Glen Johnson (Suz) ran through both 
125cc and 250cc divisions for a healthy 
day's work. In addition to a $600 per 
class payoff, the Experts also received 
four foot State Championship trophies 
through 10th place, the same as 
Amateur classes. The 250cc class 
provided some interest for Johnson, 
but Mickey Pizzitola and Barry 
Callaway had to finally succumb to 
Glen’s devastating pace, settling for 
second and third overall. 

Another incredible double class win 
was turned in by former Mini Champ 
Derek Wedding who is only 14 years 
old, but able to wire a pair of Suzukis 
to 1-1 victories over the highly 
competitive 125cc and 250cc 
Intermediates. These overflowing 
classes also ran split first motos, 
consolations, and a second round final 
to allow the cream to rise to the trophy 
presentation and a place on the gate at 
the Astrodome, where the winners 
from all the State and Regional events 
will assemble to crown the Grand 
National Champions of Motocross 
three months from now. The winners 
are getting faster and younger these 
days, exemplified by Mike Dickey, 
who only last March was a contender 
in Junior Mini, but today ran a strong 
second to Wedding in 125cc 
Intermediate action, tallying 1-2 
ahead of third place Troy Rogers (2-3) 
and Todd Kimbrell (6-4).

Cauthorn has already 
qualified in Senior and 105cc Minis at 
the Lake Whitney Regional in 
November. After taking third in 125cc 
Intermediate, Troy Rogers was back 
for second in the 100cc class with 





Ronald Dawson (5-3) third and Darin 
Eames (4-4) fourth. 

Open class bikers had all kinds of 
trouble putting two races together. 
The first round wins of Chuck Adams 
and Chuck Nichols, along with the 
second of Jeff Wilson went down the 
drain with last moto DNFs, putting 
Lonnie Mizell in first with 2-3 finishes, 
ahead of David Faulkner (3-4) and 
local favorite Reid King (12-1).
